OIL IN ALBERTA TES'TS RICHEST 
OF ALL CANADA j 

Government Report Made on Fori 
Norman, Okotoks and Other 
Productions. .. 

_ 

The richest oil in the whole df Can 
ada and the most productive oil wel 
pi'oducud HO far in the west arc con 
tained in the province of Alberta, ae 
cording to a heretofore unpublishci 
report, which has just been compiIe> 
by the Mining Lands and ’Yukor 
branch of the department of the in 
terior, under 'the local direction o 
We.stem and Yukon Engineer C. E 
Slipper. 

The three oil wells yielding tlv 
highest percentage of gasoline so fai 
.discovered in Canada, lie in the Oko¬ 
toks field, and two of them produce 6('i 
per cent, of gasoline. These two wells 
the Alberta Southern No. 1 and the 
Illinois Alberta No. 1. lying in LS. 

18-13-20-3-6, and LS. 14-12-20-3-5, re¬ 
spectively, are also very rich in illum- 
j inating oils, their percentage being 2f 
[land 29 per cent, of this fluid. And 
I their losses in residue are but one and 
two per cent., respectively. The form¬ 
er well has been drilled to a depth ot 
3,000 feet; and the latter to 2, 263 
feet. Their pro<iuction so far has been 
20 and 30 barrels per day. The re¬ 
spective specific gravities of the oil.s 
from these two wells are 54 and 54.8 
Baume. The Southern Alberta No. 1 
well, lying in LS. 5-18-20-^-6, Okotoks 
field yields the third highest percent¬ 
age of gasoline. With a specific grav- 
i ity of 54 Baume, this well produede 
20 barrels of 50 per cent, gasoline oil 
daily. It has been sunk to 3,080/eet. 
The production is obtained by flowing 
the well intermittently, and it is pro¬ 
duced at a greater rate if put on tire 
pump. 

Take Honors. 

The Oil City Original District Noi 1 
well, owned by William Livingston, of 
Calgary, takes the honors for the 
highest producer in the wesJ, and pei - 
haps in Canada. Affidavits show that 
this well Has' produced 350 barrels pei 
day, and it is declared on good author¬ 
ity that it has produced as much a; 
1,000 barrels per day, which makes it 
one of the best producers, if not the 
best in Canada. The oil from thi.- 
well is of very high commercial value 
and shows only 7 per cent, residue. 
When the government report was 
made on this well it was 1,020 feet 
deep, but it is being further drilled 
at the present moment. This well i^ 
situated in the Waterton Lake district, 
which has gained prominence of late, 
and in which every available foot of 
ground has been Icalscd. 

Although the Fort Norman well has 
been reported to have brought a pro¬ 
duction of 800 barrels of oil per day, 
no official figures confirming this ro- 
, port have yet been compiled by the 
government. 

Richest in Canada 

A highly pleas|ing feature of this 
report on western oil fields is that it 
shows that the oil so far brought to 
the .surface in Alberta is the richest 
in Canada. 

TTie Okotoks and'Waterton Laki. 
fields are shown to be the only pro¬ 
ductive fields in the west, while tin 
Viking and Peace River fields havt 
shown nothing but seepages so far. 
with rather low percentages of ga.“o- 
line. 

The Peace River oil yields practical¬ 
ly no gasoline (only 2 yer cent.), but 
they are very exceptionally rich inlu- 
bricating oils, and, unlike the other 
oils of the west, contain appreciable 
quantities of naptha. With a specific 
gravity of 12 Baume, these oils contain 
4.87 per cent naptha, 66.3 per cent, 
lubricating oil, and 26.6 per cent, light 
lubricating oil. The Peace River wells 
have been sunk from 962 to 1.032 feet 
These are seepages. 

The Viking well, sunk to 2,360 feet 
by the Viking Oil Company, shows an 
exceptionally large amount of I'esidue, 
and only 6 per cont. of gasoline. Its 
specific gravity is 19.7 Baume, and it 
yields 22 per cent, illuminating oil and 
15 per cent, light lubricating oil. 

Fort Norman Tests 

Specimens taken from the Fort 
Norman well, which has- been sunk to 
783 feet, seem to be the richest in il¬ 
luminating and light lubricating oils' 
the percentages thereof being 38.2 and 
133.7 respectively. It has yielded only i 
23.8 per cent, gasoline. It shows 4 


per cent, of lubricating oils and resi¬ 
due. A surprising feature of this oil 
is that there is no asplialtic or para¬ 
ffin residue. 

The Dingman Lower Horizon well, 
situated at ES. 14-6-20-2-5, Okotoks 
litdd, ha.s a yield of 100 barrels per 
inunth, and has a very rich gasoline 
percentage of 68. It also produces a 
higli percentage of illuminating oil, 
namely, 40 per cent.; and, like the Il¬ 
linois Alberta No. 1, it has a total res¬ 
idue of only 5 per cent. 

The Record Oil Company have the 
tieepest well drilled in Canada. This 
^'cll, al.so in the Okotoks field, has at¬ 
tained a dep h of 4,325 feet, and a 
good showing of light oil and some wet 
gas was obtained. 

From the report, it can be noticed 
lliat the average depth at which oil 
is struck in .'-outhem Alberta and the 
viking field, is about 2,500 feet, while 
the Fort Norman and Peace River 
liilds aie .stiuck at 783 and 962 feet 
respectively, 'riiis makes the addi- 
iional e.\pen.-;es incurred in drilling 
operations in this altitude quite ap¬ 
parent. 

RED CUOS.S ENROLMENT 
' CA.MPAIGN 

“We are convinced, of the prime 
importance of widgly dissemiirating 
imong the people a "knowledge of the 
imple laws of keUflthful living and the 
jonviction us to thq-need of applying 
hem,” was one of the expressions 
.vhich found utterance at the Cannes 
Jonference of International Red Cross 
ocieties in 1919, and it is a principle 
■hat is being wiilely observed by the 
Canadian Red Cross.

OIL DEVELOPMENT IN ALBERTA 

The Cardfton Globe had the follow¬ 
ing to say on the oil situation which 
w'oH^ indicate that we are on the eve 
of grfeat developments in the oil in¬ 
dustry:

ling, it is a mere folly carrying on a 
useless endeavor to re-stock the High¬ 
wood river by means of a Hatchery. 

The swarms of what we may term ' 
“Practical Rovers” prowling like sub¬ 
marines beneath the waters of the 
Highwood, in search of valuable car¬ 
goes, as exemplified in ' cutthroat, 
speckled and mountain trout, to say 
nothing of the spawn, are indisput¬ 
ably a menace and if not overwhelm¬ 
ed, a positive guarantee of final trout 
extermination throughout the waters 
of the Highwood and its contributary 
streams.

On Fri¬ 
day Major Croil, accompanied by Col. 
Leckie of Ottawa, made a flight to 
the mountains, but owing to cloudy 
weather they did not cross the moun¬ 
tains as was their intention. On 
Monday, Captain Shields tested one 
of the planes and in both instances 
the engined worked very smoothly, 
and with the utmost satisfaction. 

Major Breadnar of the Certificates 
Branch of the Canada Air Board was 
in High River, nmking un examina¬ 
tion of the engineers’ certificates at 
this point. He returned’east on Sat¬ 
urday evening. 

It will be of interest to our readers 
to known that the first commercial 
air route scheme in Northern Alberta 
and beyond will commence operations 
by the end of May. Captain May, 
promoter of the project, is now at 
Gamp Borden taking special training 
in aviation. He will return to Ed¬ 
monton shortly with a navigator’s li- 
cepse, three new flying boats for ser¬ 
vice in the north and a crew of ex¬ 
pert pilots. McLennan will be the 
base from which the air boats will 
fly. The route will be along the 
wpter courses via Fort Vermilion and 
Hay River, following the Peace and 
Mackenzie Rivers to the Great Slave 
Lake and Fort Norman oil fields. 

Fire-patrolling of Northern Mani¬ 
toba forests will be undertaken by air¬ 
planes during the coming season. It 
is expected Aat a number of govern¬ 
ment planes will be used in this work. 


BLACKIE NEWS

STILL SHIPPING SOUTH 


A solid train of forty-two cars of 
Saskatchewan wheat passed through 
North Portal over the Soo line, recent¬ 
ly, en route to buyers and millers in 
the United States; who have been im¬ 
porting the wheat in large quantities 
in order to get as mtich as possible 
across the line before the duty impos¬ 
ed by the Young tariff bill, which is 
expected to come into effect soon in 
that country, becomes law. Twenty- 
five carloads of Alberta cattle were 
also sent across the border recently. 


On the 1st of June the Dominion 
Statistician 'U;ill take the Sixth' Gener¬ 
al census of population and agricul¬ 
ture. 

To the thinking person the neces¬ 
sity for a census is manifest. The 
tabulated information derived there¬ 
from is required in connection with 
redistribution of seats under our form 
of representative government and in 
knowing the needs and also the na¬ 
tural advantages of the various parts 
of the Dominion. The census of ag¬ 
riculture is of great value ih deter¬ 
mining the needs of our farmers and 
ranchers in connection with railway, 
postal, telephone and highway ser¬ 
vices. Up to date tabulated infor¬ 
mation is a necessity to the welfare 
of any civilized country. 

In previous censuses enumerators 
have sometimes encountered persons 
who had objections to answering 
questions regarding their affairs sup¬ 
posing no doubt that this information 
would be published or used for taxa¬ 
tion purposes. There is no ground 
for such apprehension. The Domin¬ 
ion Bureau of Statistics is a Depart¬ 
ment of liie Government which is ab¬ 
solutely closed to everyone except 
those actually employed therein and 
every employee in the Bureau from 
the Dominion Statistician down to the 
enumerator in the field is sworn to 
secrecy. 

The Bureau is interested only in 
tabulated results and ~ the Ph-emier 
himself cannot have any information 
till same is published by the Domin¬ 
ion Statistician. The individual re¬ 
cord is closed to all save those em¬ 
ployees who must see it to get out the 
various totals for the Information 
published by the Statistician. Even 
in unusual circumstances like the late 
war the individual record was abso¬ 
lutely private. We understand that 
the Department of Militia during the 
recent war thought they should have 
access to the unpublished information 
in the Bureau in searching for de¬ 
faulters but tiiis information waA re¬ 
fused. ’The Government instructions 
to enumerators forbids their divulging 
any information obtained in the enu¬ 
meration. * 


A livestock shipment of importance 
to Central Alberta breeders has just 
been made from Edmonton, consisting 
of four carloads of choice steers, all 
weighing about 1,400 pounds, bought 
from their original owners at 8%c. 
a pound,, which have left for England. 
This is the first commercial consign¬ 
ment ever mpde from the Edmonton 
district oversells, and it is expected to 
be the precur.“or of a regular traffic. 


The bringing of bootlegging whisk¬ 
ey from Calgary-to the various towns 
and villages in the province is being 
fairly well controlled these days, and 
members of the A.P.P. are on the 
alert, wherever .stationed and severe 
penalties are being imposed on part¬ 
ies found guilty.

Ibe subject of infant mortality in 
Alberta has of late been receiving 
considerable attention. 

The ominous paragraph of the 1919 
report, containing the fact that. 1560 
deatlis of -children under the age of 
cue feav occurred in Alberta, and that 
this is an increasing, instead of de¬ 
creasing numbei- is rather a stagger¬ 
ing fact.* 

It is stated that some districts have 
a higher percentage of deaths than 
others, and officials of the Department 
of Public Health have no theory to 
advance as to why such should be the 
case. But generally speaking it is 
attributed to the LACK»of sufficient 
hospital accommodations and proper
